Just before the collision, the white 
1991 Caprice swerved and ran off the 
westbound lanes, then came back onto 
the road, crossed both lanes of west- 
bound traffic, then sped across the medi- 
an and'into the castbound lanes. 

In crossing the .median, Hohnhorst 
barely missed guardrails and struck the 
oncoming white Ford pickup under the 
Lincoln Street South overpass. 

The pickup has just passed the semi 
and was in the right lane, but was trapped 
by the oncoming edr, a guardrail to the 
right and the.semi-truck behind him. 

“It’s tragic, it's just tragic,”- said Mal- 
colm Howdeshell, who was driving the 
semi. "They train us for this, blit I never 
expected it would happen on a clear blue 
day." 

While Howdeshell was driving only 52 


‘ mph; he nnd the pickup didn't have time 
to do anything other than hit their brakes. 

"The second I saw it coming I knew it 
was going to fie a bad scene. And I hit 
my brakes' as soon- as I saw her dust 
(from crossing the dirty, bumpy medi- 
an),’’ he said. 

“I hope she didn't see anything or feel 
anything. I hope the good Lord was that 
gracious,” he said. 

Howdeshell had his seat belt on and 

of the mangled Caprice in the grill of his 
truck. 

He was hauling 45,000 pounds of 
rolled paper from Oregon to Maine. In 
12 years as a truck driver he’s never seen 
a crash this bad, he said. 

Lea Crofts of Boise was driving a 
Chevrolet Comoro castbound, passing the 
semi at 65 mph, when Hohnhorst’s cor 
camo speeding across the highway. 

"All I know is thnt she came across 
with no brakes," Crofts said. 

Crofts, stepped on her brakes and was 
rear ended by a Chevrolet Blazer. 

Both vehicles pulled over, and Steve 
Honesto of Boise, o passenger in Croft’s 
Camafo, got out to check on the other 
crash victims.

MOSCOW — President Boris Yeltsin

Junk food staple of college students’ diet

A day spent eating with New 
York collcgc-sStudents ought to 
end with Pepto Bismol. 

For breakfust, a can of Coke - 
or just a mouthful of toothpaste. 
Lunch might be u packaged apple 
pic and a diet iced tea or. for the 
heartier, three meatball hcros. sal- 
ad, soup, cereal and two desserts. 
Dinner in the dorm meuns hot-pot 
spaghetti with cold, bottled sauce. 
Finally, at midnight, a balanced 
meal: a starch (potato, chips); a 
mcut (pcppcroni pizza), a dairy 
(Ben and Jerry's) and fruit-fla- 
vored Skittles. 

Americun colleges just might 
have invented trend-resistant cui- 
sine. Besides beer. Diet Coke is 
the staff of student life, with Pop 
"Taris close, behind. Popcorn-pop- 
pers hum alongside laptop com- 
puters. 

• Though campus dining halls 
have updated their offerings, 
freshmen still delight in bad- 
mouthing Tuna Wiggle and 
Turkey Tetrazzini. 

Occasionally, a vegetarian or an 
ethnic eater is spotted stir-frying 
off-campus. But minus meal 
pluns, most upperclassmen sur- 

• vive on junk food and ramcn noo- 
dles. 

At residential colleges, the 
march to the dining hall remains 
an' important ritual. Columbia 
University requires a meal plan 
for all freshmen: NYU requires 
the same for all students living in 
kitohcnlcss dorms. 

College cafeterias have become 
^-healthier—- -with salad -bars- and 
tofu entrees. - and hipper, with 
name-brand fast foods. But much 
nf the fan- r>*rpnins the sa me old 
slop, renamed, and students con- 
tinue to moan. 

Pablo Garcia, a Queens native 
and a sophomore at Rensselaer 
Polytechnic Institute, in upstate 
Troy, hates "honey-stung, broiled, 
charred chicken and veal chops 
with peppery brown sauce.*’ 
("When the food has a lot of ad- 
, jeetives, you know they’re hiding 
something.”) 

Dining hall fare is- as tough on 
the waistline as ever. Remember 
the legendary Freshman 10 - as in 
pounds gained that first year - 
away? . 

It has shot up to the Freshman 
15— npw that college cafeterias 
have added McDonald’s burgers, 

— chcese-smothered-taoovPi zza-Hut — 
oics and premium ice cream to the 
old institutional standards. 

"On the meal plan, I ate every- 
thing in sight, so I wouldn’t.-fecl - 
gypped,’’ says Daniel EhrcnhdA, a 
1993 Columbia graduate, “scram- 
bled eggs, potatoes and muffins 
for breakfast, hot dinner foods for 
. lunch.” . 


Away from the dining hall, the 
chow-down continues: on stolen 
goods (one NYU student created 
coat pockets specifically for cafe- 
teria contraband); on free food 
("Prc-mcd students will go to 
business-major dinners just for the 
free food," says Columbia junior 
Joe Vona); on the million edible 
items that can be charged to Mom 
and Dad (Columbia students buy 
canned sodas, candy bars and mi- 
crowavcablc burritos on their 
meal plans, while NYU students 
charge delivery pizza, .pustrami 
sandwiches and Mrs. Field’s 
cookies). 

The single most important force 
behind the college diet is probably 
the student schedule. 

For most, late-night study and • 
gab sessions - and a love of sleep- 
ing late - preclude hot! sit-down 
breakfasts. Other meals must be 
cheap, easily accessible and 
quickly masticated: frozen yogurt, 
a muffin or a candy bar on the 


Because "Middlcmarch" nnd 
Plato’s “Republic’! loom especial- 
ly long at midnight, college stu- 
■dents have created a whole, new 
concept in nighttime dining. "Ba- 
sically, around 1 a.m., it’s a fourth 
meaT." says Manhattan's Elninc 
Golin, a 1993 Yale graduate. 

Typical late-night entrees: 
bagels By the bagful and ice cream 
by the pint, Entcnmnnn’s or Pep- 
peridge Farm cookies, anything 
out of a care package. Pizza, as 
some Columbia students have 
found, can even be delivered to 
the steps of the library. Those who 
toissed breakfast the first time 
around might down a bowl of sug- 
ar cereal — Desimone munches 
Apple Jacks three or four times a 
day — or scrambled eggs at an all- 
night diner. 

At da m t ime, junk food fills 
every slot on- the student food 
pyramid. "When you’re pulling an 
all-nighter,” says 1993 Columbia 
grad. Mark Scmcr, “you’ll eat any- 
thing - a can of baked beans, jel- 


lied cranberry sauce, white bread 
with whatever’s around to spread 
on it.” 

College students arc unanimous 
about their beverage of choice: 
caffeine in any form. “Coffee,” 
says Scmcr, "is a good college 
thing to do.” 1 • 

Garcia drinks “lots and lots and • 
lots of Pepsi.” Under pressure, 
Golin guzzles Jolt cdla. 

As for the collcgcrstudcnt cook- 
ing scene, Daniel Boulud need not 
fear his young competition. Dorm 
kitchen dishes, when students 
miss a cafeteria meal, arc general- 
ly limited to Bird’s Eye frozen 
dinners, Oodles of Noodles and 
pasta with bottled sauoe. 

"Nothing too exotic,” says Lee 
Hendelman, a Cornell University 
sophomore, “maybe a cake for 
'someonc*s~birthday ora'toasted" 
Pop Tart." 

The average college chef's 
kitchen supplies: Mom’s old Tup-, 
perware and a few blackened pots.
